: NEXT. WINTER

Throughout most.of Canada; fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed, Its production and distribution are-the business of local citizens. 


The Dominion Government recognizes: that the wood-fuel shortage is. 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com- 
munities an adequate supply is.not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged - 
ia its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 
will be adopted: 


* t 
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Ba subsidy of $1.00 per. cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held.to dealers’ account on that date. 


2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in. his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers: proper in:respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly.in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to. contract for fuel-wood. at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the. Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 


B. The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer’s 
cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of. $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in. dealers’ 
hands as at: May 31, 1944. 


@ Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment. 


\ § Farmers. now on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
rights of deferment of military service which such an occupa- 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should not, however, 
interfere with agricultural production. 


Municipal councils, farmers, fue! dealers, individual citizens, service clubs, 

and all other groups in communities where wood-fuel is burned, are urged 
to begin at once a rapid survey of their local situation, and to take imme- 
: diate action jo relieve the shortage.

Canada’s Lend-Lease Plan 


IN 1943 CANADA WILL MAKE ayailable to the United Nations 
$1,000,000,000 in war supplies, on a lend-lease basis, and the announcement 
of this plan has been received with pride and gratification by the people cf 
Canada. Last year, the same amount of money was sent to Britain as a 
gift, and the British government used it to send war supplies to the many 
fighting fronts both of the Empire and of our Allies. Under the 1943 
arrangement, Canada will deal directly with the governments of the Allied | 


nations, and will in this respect assume her part as a full partner in the. 


United Nations. When the war broke out, production of munitions and | 
supplies in Canada was very small, and it is a remarkable achievement | 
that in three years we have been able to develcp thé capacity to produce |

almost any of the war supplies needed by ourselves and our Allies. |

“ It is likely that as a result of the 1943 Lend-Lease | 
Foreign Press scheme, Canada will be supplying war materials 
to.Russia, China and many parts of the British 
Approves Plan Empire. The press in peta oat has been 
enthusiastic about the scheme, and one London paper said, “This is only the | 
last step in the road, she (Canada) has had her heart and back in the war} 
since the beginning.” In Australia and New Zealand, too, the plan has been | 
praised, and in Australia it was observed that the sum involved represented | 
more than half of that country’s war budget last year. In Russia and 
China, approval ‘of the scheme was also expressed, and it-is expected that 
as a result of the measure, the flow of supplies from Canada to all these 
countries will be accelerated. Because this plan in many ways resembles 
the Lend-Lease Act in the United States, the two nations will collaborate | 
to avoid duplication in their work. |

SWINE DISEASES 


Worms Thrive When Animal 
Resistance Is Reduced By 
Other Causes 


This is the fifth of a series of six 
articles by J. L, Millar, V.S... provin- 
celal veterinarian, Regina, dealing with 
the more prevalent hog disenses. The 
remaining article—Anemia, Tice and 
Goitre—will appear next week.

Young pigs which are raised under 
800d sanitary cond'tions and are kept 
in a healthy thrifty state seldom he- 
come heavily infested with worms. 
Worms, like all other parasites, seem 
to thrive on animals which have had 
their resistance reduced from other 
causes. Adult swine are rarely heav- 
ily infested by worms, but usually 
harbour a few of these parasites. The 
common round worm “ascarid” is the 
only parasite which infests hogs to 
any great extent in this province. 
This worm is from six to ten inches 
in length, about the size of a+ small 
pencil in diameter, tapering off to a 
point at each end.

‘period of thirty-six hours after treat- 
; ment. 
| Prevention: Worm eggs are very 
jresistant to disinfectants, but are 
‘readily destroyed by hot water, or 
iscalding, therefore the following 

method of destroying worm eggs is 
‘recommended. Prepare  farrowing 
‘peng by removing all manure from 
the floors, walls, rails, troughs, etc. 
| Thoroughly scald all parts of the pen 
with a liberal amount of very hot 
|water containing at least two table-| 
spoonfuls of lye to a pail of water. 
|A few days before farrowing, brush 
off the sow and wash the udder and 
teats with warm water and soap and 
{dry thoroughly, then move the sow 
into the clean pen. In seven to ten 
days after farrowing, the sow and 
| litter should be moved to a clean pas- 
ture away from the harn yard. Keep 
|the young pigs on clean pasture until 
they are fourteen weeks old, when 
they will be fairly resistant to worms, 
provided they are kept in a healthy 
thriving condition. During winter 
'when pigs must be kept indocrs, pens 
should be cleaned daily, and a thor- 
jough scalding of the entire pen with 
hot water and lye should be carried 
lout every fourteen to eighteen days.

Sponge Method For Making Four 

Loaves Of White Bread 
tablespoons sugar 
tablespoons butter or lard 

(melted). 
teaspoons salt (114 tablespoons) 
cups sifted flour

cups warm water, or milk or 

potato water 

In the evening soak yeast cake in 
lukewarm liquid and dissolve sugar 
in same. Sift salt with flour and add 
to the liquid.

Hot Beds 


When a large number of early 
{plants are needed, these can be 
jstarted from seed in a hot bed weeks 
|before the outdoor garden is ready. 
It consists of a bed of fresh horse 
manure, which 
about 18 inches deep. On this two 
lor three inches of fine soil is placed 
and after the bed has heated up and 
then cooled down again (a matter of 
‘three or four days) the seed is sown 
in rows a few inches apart. The, 
bed is protected by rough boarding 
along the side and on top, and slop- 
ing towards the South abcut 10 to 
18 inches above the bed is placed a 
window sash with all glass intact. On 
{warm days this is lifted a few inches 
for ventilation.

There are flower gardens that fit 
almost any _ situation. For those 


people who have neither the time nor 


inclination there are plenty of an- 
nual flowers that thrive almost on 
little digging of the 
ground in late spring ‘is about all 
that is required. Take such things 
as alyssum, dwarf marigolds, portu- 
laca and California poppies for edg- 
ing. These are little flowers that al- 
most seed themselves, crowd out 
weeds, do well in any location, but 
prefer sun and light soil.

For the centre of bees or near the 
back, larger flowers such as calen- 
dula, nasturtium, poppy and phlox 
will make a good showing, and for 
screens, castor beans, dhalias, cosmos, 
sunflower, tall marigold are advised.
